Dog Fight Shaping

Although the —Municipal 
primary. election is still six 
months away, a vicious dog- 
fight over the mayoralty 
nomination is already 
shaping up among a record 
number of ambitious “Colum- 
bus Democrats 

With the Mayor's office 
being the major attraction of 
the June 3rd primary, at least 
seven Democrats, including 
three blacks, have an- 
nounced intention of going 
after the city’s chief executive 
slot. 

City Auditor Hugh Dorrian 
was first of the lot to officially 
toss his proverbial hat in the 
City Hall sweepstake. His 
declaration for the office, 
now held by Republican Tom 
Moody, appeared to have 
been contagious. For soon 
afterward, City Councilman 
Dr. Jonn A. Rdsemond’an- 
nounced his imention of 
challenging Dorrian for the 
nomination 

Moody, incidentally, has 
pretended throughout his 
three years in office, that he 
had not made up his mind 
whether to seek re-election 
or not. He has promised all 
along that his decision will be 
reached sometime in 
January. 

State Rep. Michael Stin- 
ziano, 30th District, has also 
indicated that he may take a 
shot at the mayoral 
nomination. 

Also regarded as possible 
contenders are: City Council 
President M.D.» Portman, 
County Treasurer Herbert F. 
Pfeifer, Roger Germany,

Board, CEA Defend Positions 
On Teacher Pay Negotiations

. A Golumbus. school ad- 
ministrator who-issued “a 
statement defending the 
board's position on teacher 
salary negotiations was taken 
to task by a Columbus 
Education Association (CEA) 
official for the amount of his 
own salary. 

Jack Burgess, CEA 
executive director, was 
responding to the statement 
by Charles C. Hall, chief 

Otiator for the board, that 
Columbus has the lowest tax 
valuation of any of the seven 
major cities in Ohio “and yet 
our present salaries are. very 
respectable in comparison 
with those seven cities," 


Administrators in the 


Columbus school system 
have the hi salaries-in 
the” state, rgess pointed 


out, with Hall himself making 
about $27,000, 

Burgess also noted that the 
Columbus tax valuation is 
only slightly lower than Akron 
and Toledo. 

The statement by Hall, 
which came to Call-Post of- 
fices. while teacher salary 
negotiations remained 
deadlocked, was also critical 
of statements from CEA. 

“The CEA has charged that 

achers Nave received no 

Ha to compensate for the 
rate of inflation durin 

oe Past year,” Hall stated. 
“This is simply not ffue. 
During 1974, teachers have 


already received at lnast a six 


percent increase and more 


than three-fourths of them 
have: had a’raise in excess of 
10 percent.” 

This is due to the increase 
granted to all employees this 
fall from the special state ap- 
propriation, combined with 
the four percent raise in 
January and the automatic 
four percent increments paid 
in September under terms of 
the ourrent Baard-CEA con- 
tract, Hall explained. 

“This is not intended to 
suggest that teachers do not 
need a raise and | am cer- 
tainly not offended by 
teachers wanting a salary in- 
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come up for reelection in 
November, the tone of that 
election may depend to a 
large extent on the status of

The shooting occured 
Saturday,Dec. 14 on a 
parking lot of a N. 20th St,, 
bar. Mrs. Russell, wounded in 
the left leg from the shotgun 
blast, died several days later

Pfeifer, although with- 
holding his official an- 
nouncement, “is definitely in 
the race,” according to a 
CALL & POST source.

Dorrian, in announcing his 
candidacy at a Dec. 13 press 
conference, cited his four 
years as City. Treasurer and 
five years as City Auditor as 
proof of his ability to provide 
the type of leadership the city 
needs. 

Charging that the “Moody 
administration is guilty of not 
providing leadership direc- 
tion,” Dorrian said “Colum- 
bus needs and deserves a 
leader who will dedicate him- 
self to sound fiscal 
management in order to keep 
government from taking more 
from our ever-shrinking 
paychecks.” 

In answer to a question 
concerning his firing of 
Hilton Carter, the black 
Deputy Auditor, Dorrian said 
he was concerned about the 
hostility in the black com- 
munity,-but- brushed it off as 
“being quite minimal.” 

Upon his firing, Carter, who 
had served as Dorrian's 
deputy auditor since 1966, 
charged that it was a “racist 
tactics’ on the part of 
Dorrian. 

At the time, Carter ex- 
pressed the feeling that he 
was fired from the 
$21,000 post because Dorrian 
does not want a black to be 
in a@ position to become 
Auditor if he (Dorrian) is elec« 
ted mayor. 

Carter was replaced by 
David Savely, who was an ad- 
ministrator for the Franklin 
County Commissioners of 
which Dorrian’s brother, 
Michael, is a member. 

Whether Dorrain's claim of 
“minimal” black community 
Hp plaid against him is real or 
just a fervent prayer, remains 
to be seen. But with the black 
community being a Democrat 
power base, it Is certain to

Guests On New Black Journal 


The premiere of this 
season's Black Journal is a 
90-minute special edition that 
reveals a new format. This 
new style offers a sampling of 
the wide variety of talent -- 
both in the fields of entertain- 
ment and public affairs -- that 
the show will be offering in 
the coming weeks: from 
white soul singers to black 
fashions, from Diahann 
Carroll to Dr. Wiiliam 
Shockley, from Sister Sledge 
to the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 

Black Journal This 
Evening, with executive pro- 
ducer Tony Brown and 
singer-actress Diahann 
Carroll as co-hosts, is 
Produced by WNET/13, New 
York, and will be distributed 
nationally by the Public 
Broadcasting Service begin- 
ning Thursday, Jan. 9, at 10 
p.m. on. WOSU-TV, Channel 
34. 

Carroll discusses her role 
in the TV series, Julia’("! was 
the black WASP of tele- 
vision”) and shows a clip 
from her film Claudine, in 
which she played an im- 
poverished mother of six —in 
Harlem. One of today’s ac- 
claimed leading black ac- 
tresses, she began her career 
on Broadway in 1954, ap- 
pearing in Truman Capote 
and Harold Arien’s House of 
Flowers. Her greatest Broad- 
way success came in Richard 
Rodgers experimental 
musical No Strings. 

She has co-starred in the 
film versions of Porgy and 
Bess and Paris Blues. Other 
of her films inelude—Hurry 
Sundun and The Split. She 
has appeared on most of the 
leading television variety and 
talk. shows. : 

On Black Journal ... This 
Evening, Carroll and the Rev 
Jesse Jackson have an in- 
teresting exchange about 
how blacks react to” Flip 
Wilson's caricature, “The 
Rev. Leroy.” 

Jackson. explains. why he 
and several other members of 
the black ministry are of- 
fended by the Wilson routine, 
which a group of black clergy 
recently labeled “an eccles- 
jastical-Stepin-Fetchit:* 

Jackson, who was named 
president of Operation PUSH 
in 1971, is one of the nation’s 
most dynamic and influential 
black leaders. On Black Jour- 
nal ... This Evening, he talks 


from: the black perspective 
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about the recession-ravaged 
economy, governmental 
budget cuts, and the self-help 
economic efforts of his 
organization. 

He also discusses why he 
was opposed to the designa- 
tion of vice-president Nelson 
Rockefeller (‘There is a 
collision course between the 
interests of the government 
and the interests of the 
Rockefeller family."’) 

Billy Taylor, formerly music 
director of The David Frost 
Show, is providing the theme 
and—incidental music for 
Black Journal with an 18- 
piece orchestra. On the 
program, the orchestra per- 
forms one of his ‘original 
compositions, "| Wish | Knew 
How It Felt to Be Free.” 

Taylor holds a doctorate in 
musicology from the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts, has 
made more than, 30 jazz 
recordings, written a dozen 


books on jazz piano, and 
composed more than 300 
songs. 


Other musical interludes on 
Black Journal's premiere are 
provided by Sister Sledge, 
four. sisters, all under the age 
of 20, who-recently performed 
at a festival in Zaire keyed to 
the Ali-Foreman fight; and 
Jeanie—Arnolg—and- Ghristie 
Thompson, a duo of white 
sould singers. 

Sister Sledge perform their 
first single, “Love, Don't You 
Go Through No Changes on 
Me" and a ballad, “You're the 
Best’ Thing that Ever Hap- 
pened.” Bea T and Thomp- 
son sing .“l Want to Thank 
You" and “t Hada Talk.” 

Also seen on Black Journal 
tsone—of America's most 
Promising black fashion 
designers, Stephen Burrows. 
He has won Coty Awards ‘in 
1973 ‘and 1974 for his 
designs, and now has his 
own “ready-to-wear” ‘busi- 
ness on Seventh Ave. in New 
York. He was one of five 
American designers who 
shared honors—at® the- Ver- 
sailles fashion show in Paris 
last year. 

Burrows was educated at 
the Fashion Institute of Tech- 
nology, where many -of the 
top black, designers have 
been trained. In an interview 
with Carroll, Burrows demon- 
strates his design technique - 
- “line, humor, and lots of 
color, clothes that. move 
@asy." 
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Brown interviews Or 
Wilson. Key, whose book, 
“Subliminal Seduction,’ 


reveals ways in which he 
believes advertising uses the 
media to Subliminally brairi- 
wash Americans to buy and 
use their products, or instill a 
certain feeling (for example, 
he believes that in the film 
The Exorcist, at several 
points, devil images lasting 
only an eighteenth of a 
second were inserted to 
maintain a high level of fear) 

The psychologist says that 


similar techniques are fre- 
quently used in newspapers” 
and magazines that affect 
behavior in eight different 
ways. He further maintains 
that these - techniques are 
more effective with black 


people than white 

Black Journal also features

branches in Akron, Alliance, 
Canton, Mansfield, Paines- 
ville, Youngstown and 
Springfield, structured 
around the League slogan 
‘Don't Buy Where You Can't 
Work", have “served as an 
example and guide for black 
community organization 
throughout Ohio and the 
nation 

The integration of blacks 
into employment in- banks, 
department-—stores, ~ utilities, 
industrial plants-and housing, 
and the development of early 
black entrepreneurships, was 
largely predicated upon the 
FOL programs 

Moreover, John O. Holly 
has exerted his leadership 
and extended his unique 
leadership ability to other 
fields, including that of ef- 
fective political action. 

He inspired the organ- 
ization, and gave leadership 
to the program of the Fed- 
erated Democrats of Ohio as 
its State Chairman since 
1949. In 1937 he offered him- 
self as a candidate for Cleve- 
land City Council, was 
nominated on the Democratic 
ticket from the 12th ward, and 
while losing in that contest, 
was subsequently (1952-56) 
elected Delegate-at-Large to 
the Democratic-National Con- 
vention, serving as vice- 
chairman of the Ohio del- 
egation . 

He was recognized by a 
Succession of Ohio gov- 
eipors asa hard-nosed, 
reglistic spokesman on black 
affairs. 

In 1954 he was the 
Democratic candidate for 
Congress from the 21st Dis- 
trict, falling of nomination by 
@ mere 1700 votes, but 
pioneering the movement 
that eventually led to the 
election of Louis Stokes as 
the first black member of 
Congress from that district. 

As a member of Champion 
City Lodge of the Improved 
Benevolent Order of Elks of 
the World, Mr. Holly held 
many responsible Grand 
Lodge posts, and at the time 
of his death was serving as 
Grand_ National. Convention 
Director.

Susen Langford, disturbed over whai 
she terms: “unemployment in the Black 
community,” expressed her concern in 
4 letter to this newspaper. In this letter, 
she sald: - 
“The other night there was a spot on 
the six o'clock news program concern- 
ing unemployment. The reporter was in- 
portage | @ worker who had recently 
been laid off from his job. He was a 
family man, young, maybe in his twen- 


ties —- he was also. black. The expres- 


sion on his face was very worried while 
this white man stood. there sticking a 
microphone in his face asking him 
“How does it feel to be laid o' just 
before the Holidays". The words 
Spilled out of his mouth bitterly “I. don't 
know what I'm going to do; but | tell 
you this. My wife and children will not 
go hungry. Even if | have to steal, they 
won't go hungry!" His eyes were moist, 
his lower lip trembled as if the emotions 
inside of him could just swell up and 
burst out in tears. The cameras kept 
rolling, that's good journalism 
somehow, to show others suffering. 

“This man, like thousands of other 
black men, has been backed into a cor- 
ner.with no other alternative but to fight 
for survival. According to the Cleveland 
Department of Human Resources and 
Economic Development the hag ed 
ment rate for minorities in this city is 
13.7%. Predictions say this could go as 
high as 16% in the near future. This is a 
staggering figure considering that the 
state of Ohio as a whole has an unem- 
ployment rate of 4.5%. These figures 
Presumably speak for themselves; the 
recession has hit the black community 
hard indeed. 

“NA.A.C.P. figures show that some 
major cities have an unemployment rate 
in the black communities of 30 and 
40%. All of this and. federal projects 
designed to deal with problems in the 
slums are drying up just like the funds 
that su ed them. The black man is 
findin er and fewer places to go 
for help. 

“A man was- mugged in the parking 
lot at Sears and Roebuck. Taken was 
his coat and shoes. This is an act of 
desperation, We're going to see more 
acts of desperation during this long 
cold winter. Survial will be number one 
in the minds of people in this cement 
jungle. it wouldn't be surprising to see 
an increasing popularity in terrorist 
organizations like the Symbionese 
Liberation Organization. Many could 
turn from the depths of cold and hunger 
to violence. “Look out America! There's 
a time bomb ticking out there!” 

Sure, Mrs, Langford, there are plenty 
reasons for us to be concerned over the 
rising total of unemployment in our 
midst. 

However, | am disturbed over another 


panty the average black Ameri- 
can. woul —_ little or no en- 
thusiasm over the confirmation and in- 
auguration of one of the nation's 
wealthiest men as Vice President of the 
United States. But on the heels of a 
Nixon Administration that went out-of 
its way to throw a stumbling block (s) 
into-the path of blacks toward equal 
citizenship and equal Opportunity, and 
a Gerald Ford Administration that has 
seemed to echo much of the Nixonian 
doctrine, the advent of Nelson Aldrich 
Rockefeller seems like the coming of a 
spring breeze. 

Whatever else that can be said about 
Rockefeller, his political career has re- 
flected more than a Passing compass- 
ion for the plight of the black and the 
poor, and hopefully some-of this com- 
passion can be expected to spill over 
into the high councils of the Rep- 
ublican administration in the weeks and 
months ahead. 

Perhaps the finest ‘tribute that could 
be paid to the well-known Rockefeller 
liberalism was the 128 negative votes 
cast in the House against his contirm-

scheduled wanting day. 

There is a glar se example of jobs 
going begging, or being given to whites 
in the midst of a Negro neighborhood, 
A hotel that started out giving most of 
its jobs at all levels to Negroes, On 
some of these jobs, the employee can 
earn up to $200 a week. 

Because of the very bad working 
habits of most of the Negro employees, 
the hotel's management is being forced 


by practical circumstances, to hire © 


whites in- order that the hotel can have 
a work force sufficient to serve its 
guests. Involved in this are a hundred 
more jobs. Another company had to 
look for several weeks before it could 
find a janitor who could be depended 
upon to come to work as scheduled. 

Negroes are losing almost as many 
jobs because of bad working habits and 
indifference as they are losing due to 
layoffs, Many job training programs are 
being cancelled because there are 
either no sufficient persons interested 
in the programs, or the persons Partio- 
ipating in them have no seyious interest 
in being trained for a job. ~o 

There are entirely too many of our 
people using the crutch of race as an 
excuse for not going out seriously 
seeking work. Then, there are others 
who are unwilling to accept any job 
other than the kind trom which they 
were laid off. 

There is an old cliche that says: 

An unem- 
ployed person cannot.be too choosy 
wher the job market [8 at a low point.

In keeping with the age old tradition of adopting 
New Year's reaolutions, | am sharing mine with 
readers of this weekly column. Although It is 
reterred to as a resolution, it Is nothing more than a 
sincere wish. ‘ — 

And since politics is ‘the primary theme of this 
column, and since politics touch the lives of us all in 
80 many various ways, | feel it appropriate to make a 
New Year's wish along the lines of politics, 

1, It is my aineere wish that everyone would 
recognize that politics are a way of iife in America 
that none of us can escape. This suggestion, whether 
accepted or not, means that be you a high executive 
or engaged in the lowest of menial service, your daily 
lives are affected by politics. 

2. tt is my fervent hope that more people will not 
only recognize this fact but that they will prepare 
themselves to effectively assume this responsibility by 
endeavoring to educate themselves to the political 
tacts of life; 

3. Since it is an understandable fact that the 
average person |s either too poor or unwilling to use 
his ‘own funds to tearn what politics are all about, it is 
my sincere wish that some philanthropist, or agency 
such as the Ford Foundation, would finance a 
political education program at the grassroot level of 
the various communities. 

in addition to this, it would seem that such 
projects would be made to order for such publicly- 
financed agencies as Model Cities Program, Anti- 
Poverty, the Urban League, and even the NAACP and 
4 variety of social agencies, fraternities and sororities. 

Granting that this wish may fall on deaf ears, 
when one considers that politics are so vital to 
well being of us all, especially the poor and the K 
it Is not too much to hope for. Moreover, the“mere 
suggestion could very well serve as food for thought 
for some who regard themselves as astute, 
professional politicians. 

Certainly, there are some exceptions in this 
regard, but there is a dire need for self-evaluation of 
ail at every political level among both Republicans 
and Democrats. And in searching their own soul, It 
would behoove them to keep in mind that politics are 
@ game in which the states are high and that the 
players are often shrewd, vicious and cruel. 

Carrying the resolution theme still further, it is the 
wishes of this column that more of our professional 
men and women would become personally involved in 
political activities. A small cash contribution to a 
political party for an individual candidate are well 
and good, but it falls far short of ones citizenship 
responsibility, Money is an essential political 
Ingredient and it often gains favoritism for the donor, 
but it fails-to measure up to the value of personal in- 
volvement, 

ea it is my wish that more black pooes 
would wake up to the fact that there- isn't a thim! 
full of difference between Democrats and 
Republicans, That politicians are--not basically 
dishonest and that inspite of the Watergate scandal 
which involved a lot of powerful Republicans, history 
shows that many high-level Democrats have been 
sent to prison for criminal involvement, 

it is also my humble prayer that our people in 
to récognize that the most effective way of keeping 
politicians in line is through the use of the ballot box 
on election day. That if used effectively, the ballot is 
the surest way of compelling a politician to take note 
of what you are saying. 

This resolution, understandailly, may not be 
taken seriously by some CALL & POST readers, but | 
trust that they will accept my sincere wishes for a 
happy and successful New Year.

Spurs NWRO Action 


NEW YORK ~ (NBNS) ~ A 
new Federal move giving 
States the right ‘to force 
welfare mothers to work In 
unpaid public service jobs 
has spurred the National 
Welfare Rights Organization 
to challenge its legality. 

The Federal action, filed in 
the Federal Register on Nov. 
4, would actually have 
welfare mothers working off 
their welfare checks, ac- 
cording to a staff attorney 
with the center on Social 
Welfare Policy and Law here. 

in a suit that challenges the 
decision by the Department 
Of Health, Education and 
Welfare, the attorney, Adele 
M. Blong said the new 
Federal action. revoked a 
Federal ban, in existence 
since the welfare-family 
program nN in 1935, on 
the use of al funds for 
such work-relief programs. 

The center was joined in 
the suit by the Neighborhood 
Legal Services Program in 
Washington. The suit was 
filed In the Federal Court in 
Washington on behalf of 
NWRO and affiliated groups 
in upstate New York, Cali- 
fornia, Michigan, Kentucky 
and Utah. 

NWRO maintained that 
“work relief" is seen by some 
state officials as a way of ob- 
y seein pens labor for public 
agenc since regular civil 
service salaries and ather 
employee benefits do; not 
have to be paid." 

The group further charged 
that states like New York 
have already conducted un- 
paid work-relief projects for 
some-relief cases and “main- 
tained - freezes on regular 


the work-retier program has 
thrown people into differing 
camps. Opponents don't like 
it because they fear the 
separation of children from 
their «mothers and an ex- 
pansion of the already 
pressed day care operations. 

Backed by the Supreme 
Court action last year, New 
York State was permitted to 
require employable welfare 
mothers to collect their 
checks at state employment 
offices and to take available 
regular jobs or training. The 
same applied for employables 
on home-relief. 

James Dwight, ad- 
ministrator of the 
Washington-based Social 
and Rehabilitation Service 
sald the court ruling in the 
New York case also provided 
that “a state could have a 
work requirement as a con- 
dition of eligibility,” and that 
the new. HEW action 
“removed an old obsolete 
regulation that said they 
couldn't.” 

Miss Blong differed. Said, 
she, the new action would 
now “almost require 
legislation" to prevent the 
state start of a work-relief 
program for welfare mothers 
In New York State. 

According to the Welfare 


rights group, Congress had 
authorized tests of work-relief 


in the family category be- 
tween 1962 and 1967. The 
programs were tried out in 11 
states, Miss Blong said, but 
Congress ended them on 
“finding that the programs 
were expensive, inefficient 
and markedly unsuccessful in 
moving recipients to regular 
Paid employment.”

Prepaid Legal Services 
Plan In Effect Jan. Ist 


A prepaid legal services 
plan -- the first of its type in 
the United States - will begin 
operation Jan. 1, between the 
non-uniformed“empfoyees of 
the City and the Ohio Legal 
Services Fund. This is the 
first open panel plan in which 
a “government employer” is 
paying the full cost of the 
program, 

Acceptance of the plan was 
announced Nov. 25, following 
approval-of-the~ program” by 
the Columbus City Council. 
The program affects some 
4200 employees and is the 
result of an agreement bet- 
ween the City. and Local 
1632, American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees. 

‘This agreement is a 
milestone in providing legal 
services to the people of 
Ohio," said Myron W. Ulrich, 
Cleveland, chairman of the 
Board of the Ohio Legal Ser; 
vices Fund. 

The OLSF Is a non-profit 


trust set up a the Ohio State 
Bar Association in 1973 for 
the purpose of establishing 


agre with organiz, 
tone ra gas to 
provide legal services 
benefits to their members by 
any attorney selected by the 
member. 

“The plan permits each 
covered amoloyvas to ealact 
his own lawyer and to make 
his own arrangements.on-the~ 
166. The Fund will pay all or 
some on of the fee 
depending on the nature of 
the legal’ matter involved," 
Ulrich said. 

Administrator of the plan is 
Jay B. Ellis, with offices at the 
Ohio Legal Genter, 33 W, 
11th Ave. 

Beyond its establishment of 
the program and the trust, the 
Ohio State Bar Association is 
Not involved in operating the 
plan. Both the City of Colum- 
bus and the AFSCME have 
designated persons to be 
representatives on the board.
